ojo-anizcr  and  ihe  greatest  hnancier  in  the 
civili/.eU  world,  and  are  they  not  to  be 
backed  up  and  provided  with  paper  capital 
by  llie  Brazilian  treasury?  Against  such  a 
ct)mbinaiion  what  has  Mr.  Flint  to  show? 
It  i.s  all  rif^ht  about  raising  $25,000,000  in 
gold  (or  tlic  American  scheme,  and  about 
making  it  subject  to  the  national  banking 
laws  lor  security,  but  Mr.  Mayrink  can  go 
one  or  two  better  than  that.  He  can  raise 
his  own  capital  to  any  figure  he  likes,  and 
he  can  run  his  bank  without  the  shghtest 
inspection  or  control.  And  when  he  has 
loaned  out  all  his  money,  or  expended  it  on 
all  sorts  and  descriptions  of  properly,  liis 
friend  liie  niinisler  will  just  start  up  liis 
'printing  presses  and  give  him  all  the  muiiuy 
lie  wants.  It  is  the  neatest  liitle  arrange- 
ment in  the  world,  and  until  it  bursts  of 
itself,  like  many  another  bubble,  it  will  be 
just  as  well  lor  iMr.  Flint  lo  wait.  If  it  be 
true,  as  we  have  heard  it  suggested,  that 
Mr.  Mayrink  proposes  tu  get  aliead  uf   the 


Ainciicaii  sclicmc  on  litis  coast  and  then 
(orce  a  combination  on  his  own  lerm.s 
imaginary  capital  against  gold— then  the 
Inie  policy  will  be  to  let  tbi*  business 
severely  alone  until  the  Itanco  Hrazil-Noiie 
America  has  hat!  ample  time  lo  demonstrate 
how  empty  its  pretensions  reallj'  are. 


Altiioiuih  a  majority  ol  the  large  ciiie.s  r>r 
ibe  world  possess  boulevards,  or  driving 
courses,  it  would  appear  that  the  people  of 
Kio  de  Janeiro  lake  no  interest  whatever  in 
llu'  possession  of  such  a  source  of  public 
hfalth  and  recreation.  Were  it  an  object 
of  speculation,  something  to  furnish  an  ex- 
cuse for  a  joint-stock  company,  there  would 
he  luiiulreds  of  men  willing  and  an,\ious  to 
advocate  its  claims;  liiii  as  it  i.s  merely  a 
public  work,  for  pui)lic  uses,  and  designed 
for  |)iiblic  health  ami  pid)Iic  educaiion,  tiu 
tnie  cares  to  give  it  a  inoineni's  notice. 
When  a  Urazilian  goes  to  Itiicnos  Aires,  he 
never  fails  to  visit  the  Palermo  drive  and  in 
witness  the  Sunday  afternoon  gathering  of 
fashionable  ri|iiipages.  When  he  goes  to 
Paris,  mic  nl  his  greatest  ]>leasaii^  is  to 
diive  ni!  ihe  Ht.ulevani  or  in  the  Hnis  du 
Honlogiir,  111  London  tile  cclebr.Ued  ]ly^i^ 
Park  drive,  with  its  fashionable  gailierin^s, 
fills  him  with  enthusiasm.  In  lierlin,  in 
\'ientia,  in  Florence,  almost  everywhere 
he  linds  lieauiifiilly  kept  avenues  tor  car- 
riage driving  and  he  can  not  fail  lu  see  how 
ihuroni;lily  he.ilililul  and  enjoyable  thev  are. 
.\iid  yet,  when  lie  returns  home  to  this  cit)', 
the  c.ipilal  of  the  largest  coiiniry  in  South 
America,  and  moieover  one  of  the  most  fav- 
ored cilies  ill  the  world  for  natural  sur- 
roundings, he  is  simply  content  to'  ride  in 
the  tram-cars  lor  recreation  and  lo  leave  his 
wife  and  daughters  to  do  the  same,  A 
very  lew  wealthy  |)eo|)le  keep  their  own  car- 
riages, but  they  use  them  iis  an  exclusive 
mepns  of  iranspuilaliun  froni  one  place  to 
another  raiher  than  for  pleasure.  Going 
out  for  an  allernoon's  drive  is  a  recreation 
the  ladie.s  o(  Kio  never  dream  of.  And  yet, 
how  much  of  bealih  and  enjoyment  and 
social  culture  tliey  might  t>btain  in  ibis  way 
were  llie  opportunity  givenl  No  one  who  will 
give  the  subject  a  moment's  serious  thouglii, 
will  deny  that  out-door  recreation  uf  some 
sort  would  do  incalculable  gtioti  to  the 
ladies  of  lliis  city.  As  a  rule,  walking  is 
not  popular,  even  in  the  cool  of  llie  even- 
ing, and  the  ladies  liave  very  little,  misera- 
bl)'  little,  outside  their  own  homes  to  al- 
iract  and  inleresl  them.  How  tpiickly  and 
glatily  they  would  impnive  every  opporlu- 
nity  may  be  seen  in  the  ssicial  revolution 
clfccLed  by  the  liemocratic  tram-car.  If  now 
the  municipal  autliorilies  will  give  them  a 
|)ublic  carriage  drive,  we  are  confident  that 
llie  physical  and  social  benefits  will  be  even 
greater.  It  must  be  confessed  that  .social 
life  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  is  just  about  as  ilult, 
inonolimous  and  .spiritless  as  it  is  |iossible 
for  living  men  ami  women  to  make  it;  it 
lias  neither  organization,  sliiiuilus,  nor  pur- 
pose. Us  one  great  event  has  been  the 
opera  season — which  during  recent  years  ■ 
has  b(-en  a  failure — and  this,  broken  li\'  an 
occasional  wediling  ur  dancing  p.iny,  and 
s|iiced  with  a  lillle  loo  much  scand.d  and 
card-piayiiig,  is  almost  the  unly  Tueans  nf 
.■<oL'i,il  occapation  given  to  the  belter  class 
ul  ladies  in  litis  capital.  It  is  nut  , strange, 
nor  unrea.soiiablc,  that  so  many  Hra/.iliaiis 
[ireler  to  live  in  Paris!  In  view  of  atl  this, 
is  it  not  lull  time  that  intelligent  and  patri- 
otic lira/ilians  should  begin  to  take  a 
warmer  interest  in  the  iinpruvement  of  ihis 
ciiy?  We  ilo  not  claim  that  the  reservation 
of  the  new  water  front  for  a  public  prome- 
nade and  carriage  ilri\'e  will  improve  or 
remedy  every  defect,  but  we  tlo  claim  that 
il  will  go  far  to  improve  the  sanitary  coiuli- 
lion  of  the  city  ami  the  lieallh  of  the  peo- 
ple, and  that  it  will  be  a  valuable  and  ben- 
elicial  slinudus  to  social  life.  The  oppor- 
tunity is  now  afforded  for  carrying  such  a 
project  into  execution,  on  the  best  terms 
and  under  the  most  favorable  condilions. 
Why  can  it  not  be  done? 


AcooKiuNG  to  ail  accounts  the  blossom- 
ing is  HO  abundant  up  country  that  the 
prospects  are  exceptionally  good  for  an  en- 
ormous coffee  crop  next  year,  both  in  tlie 
Rio  and  Sao  Paulo  districts.  The  season  has 
thus  far  been  most  favorable,  with  just  rain 
enough  and  a  continuance  of  cool  weather, 
to  develop  a  strong  and  healthy  blossom. 
With  anything  better  than  half  a  show,  the 
crop  is  sure  to  be  a  large  one.  The  ques- 
tion now  arises — what  are  the  planters 
going  to  do  about  it.''  Are  they  intending 
to  continue  lamenting  the  loss  of  their 
slaves?     Are   they    proj>osing    to   cuntinue 
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silting  »l  the  <loo'  "'  '*">  ""''O"*'  '"asu'y 
begging  for  assistance  ?    Or,  are  ihcy  wil- 
ling to  take  hold  of  the  problem  by  them- 
selves and  lor  themselves  ?      One  thinn  is 
certain,  if  the  planter  docs  nolliing  for  him- 
self, a  great  part  of  this  latRc  crop  will  be 
lost.     We  do  not  believe  that  government 
aid  has  been  an  advantase  lo  the  plimler  in 
more  than  one  case  in  twenty,     It  has  cither 
Bone  to  his  creditors,  or  it  has  lieen  wasted 
in  channels  wlience  no  good  to  his  planta- 
tion could  possil)ly  come.     Public  assist- 
ance, as  a  rule,  is  demoraliaing  and  obstruc- 
tive lor  it  cncoui-agcs  wastefulness,    under- 
rallies  private  effort  and  destroys  all   inde- 
pendence and  enterprise.     So  far  as  we  can 
see  the  planter  needs  no  help  whatever, 
cither  in  money  or  Uitough   iramigralion. 
All  that  is  required  is  a  little  enterprise  and 
liberal   management  on   his  part.     In  the 
first  place,  he   is  producing  an   article  for 
which  there   is  always  an   active  dcmaiul, 
consequently  he  has  a  ba-sis  lor  individual 
credit  whicli,    if  not  abused,    will    inva- 
riably   yield    hiui    all     the    assislance    in- 
requires.       And,    in    the   second    place,    if 
he    looks   after    his    own    air.urs.    Ireals 
his    laborers    considerately    and     iberally. 
and    pays    good     wages,     he    will    never 
lack   for  laborers,    cillier  to  cultivate  the 
ground   or   pick  his  crop.     In   our  opin- 
ion it  is  a  gross  mistake  lo  scllle   colonists 
on  an  estate  to  do  all  the  work.       In  thai    s,.-i„ 
case    the   planter    simply    bnrdens    himsell    ..lulu,,  lli. 
with   people  for   wlioni  lie  lias  work  onh 
a  small   part  of    Ihe    year.     U   must   he 
that    the    same    system     can    be    lollowed 
in  coffee   production  tliat    is  so    siicoess- 
Inlly     emploved    in     tlie     production    ol 
wheat,  cotton,  bops,  ami  of  a  score  of  ollior 
products.    The  planter  should  enq,  oy  reg- 
ularly only  just  enough   labor   to  keep  Ins 
land  clean  and  in  a  good  stale  of  cuhivatloii 
and  then  when  barvesl  comes   he  sliouid 
oiler  wages  suiTicienl  lo  bring  in   oulsiilees. 
In  the  harvesting  and  haying  season  in  llie 
Uniled  Slates  there  is  always  an  abundance 
of  extra  laborers  seeking  employmenl  at  the 
higher  rate  of  wages  offered,   and  lliey  go 
from  one  farm  to  another  all  tlirougli  the 
season.     In  the  Argentine  Republic,  llious- 
ands  of  Italians  are  employed  m  the  wheat 
harvest  wlio  come  from  Italy  specially  lor 
this  purpose,  going  back  to  Europe  when  tlie 
harvest  is  over.     In  the  Uniled  stales  and 
Canada,  poor  people  are  gathered  lar  and 
near  in  the  hop-picking  season,  and  as  the 
work  is  light  and  not  unplea,sanl  the  young 
people  make  a  regular   picnic  of  it      In 
England  and  Germany  it  is  the  same  lliiiig. 
In  sheep-shearing,  planting,  Iruit-gatlieriiig, 
anytliing  which   requires  extra   labor  and 
offers  better  wages,  there  is  never  any  want 
of  laborers.     Now,  why  is  it  that  the  same 
system  can  not  be  followed  liere  f     Brazil 
certainly  has  an  abundance  of  poor,  unem- 
ployed people  who  ought  not  lo  be  averse 
to  such  work  as  coiTce-picking.     Is  ii   not 
better,  then,  to  let  the  iramigranls  settle  on 
their  own  lots  and   llien  oiler  them  c.Klra 
wages  lor  the  busy  season  .»    Perhaps  liiazil 
will  prove  an  excepliou  to  the   rule   wliicli 
exists  everywhere  else,  but  we  shall  not  be- 
lieve it  until  a  fai  r  tesl  has  been  made.     And 
to  make  the  lest  satisfactory  in  all  respecls, 
we  propose  that  several  planters  sliould  foflow 
this  plan  i  employ  just  enough  labor  regu- 
larly to  keep  the  plantalion  in  good  condi- 
tion ;  pregare  accommodations  for  the  extra 
help  requiied  during   the   picking  seas.ni  ; 
pay  higher  wages,  which  should  be  for  ilie 
quanlily  picked  ;  feed  tlie  laborers  well  ami 
furnish  them  with  amusements  for  evenings 
and  Sundays ;  and  then  advertise  for  labor- 
ers when  wanted.     Thousands  of  p  )or  peo- 
ple from  the  cities  would   in    time   be  de- 
lighted  10  get  such   work,  and  in  lime  it 
would  be  looked  upon  as  an  annual  picnic 
as  is  llie  case   with    hop-pickina    in   the 
United  Slates  and  Canada.

—The  Catholic  party  of  SSo  Paulo  h  prnposing 
to  rim  Dr.  Americn  Hiaziliense  Tor  llie  Sennle. 

—The  Italians  of  Sao  I'auli)  now  have  a  daily 
paper  in  that  city,  ptibliahcd  in  llieir  own  lniiguat;c, 
under  the  title  ol  //  Pcnsiero  Italiano, 

—Telegrams  pnbUshed  from  various  towns  of 
Rio  (te  Janeiro  lead  to  an  iiifei'ence  thai  n  stronp 
opposition  to  Governor  I'orlcllii  is  being  organ i/eil. 

— A  decree  dated  on  the  23rd  nit.  Hnmls  a 
cession  for  60  years  for  the  opfninf*  o(  a  canal  from 
the  town  of  Canaiica,  S.  I'aiiln,  to  Paraiuignii,  in 
i'aranik. 

— Jnis  de  Fora',  Minas  Cernes,  is  hurt  because 
S.  Paulo  was  yiveii  a  junia  commercial  and  it  was 
not  contemplated.  It  does  seent  rather  careless  on 
Gen.  Campos  Salles*  part;  but  then  he  is  a  Panlisla. 

—The  firm  of  MncHardy  &  Co.,  of  Campinas, 
has  recently  distiibitted  13  t;old  and  29  silver 
medals  amoii^  tlic  workmen  of  their  shops  who  did 
not  abandon  their  places  diirinf,'  the  1889  epidemic. 

— The  deaths  from  sniall-pox  in  Peniamlmco  arc 
alarming.  In  M.ay  there  were  209  deaths,  in  |nne 
331  and  in  July  465.  In  llie  List  ninntli  56  per 
cent,  of  the  deaths  in  the  city  were  caused  hy 
small- pox. 

—The  minister  of  finance  on  the  19II1  nit.  re- 
fused to  sanction  a  sale  of  lands  made  by  the  former 
governor  o(  Pernambuco  al  I  real  per  square  bra^o. 
The  minister  says  this  price  is  for  public  lands,  and 
not  for  those  in  the  conditions  of  the  s.ile  in  qnes- 
tion. 

— A  number  ol  planters  near  S.  Fiilcli?,  Rin  de 
Janeiro,  have  proposed  to  Ihc  l-eopoldinn  railway 
to  change  their  plantations  for  shares  in  the  com- 
pany, provided  the  lands  are  subdivided  into  lots 
for  sale  to  colonists,  and  industrial  establishments 
mounted,  etc. 

— At  a  place  called  Entre  Rios,  Goya*;,  there  re- 
cently died  a  man  who  on  his  death  bed  declared 
to  the  parish  priest  that  he  was  an  Apostolic  Uom- 
an  Catholic.  The  journal  from  winch  wc  extract 
ihe  item  adds,  "when  he  was  enjoying  health  he 
was  a  professed  Protestant  and  a  physician."  Tlie 
approach  of  death  sometimes  brings  remorse  to 
evil. doers. 

—Late  Pernambuco  mail  dates  bring  Ihe  news 
that  13  persons  had  been  arrested — or  their  arrests 
demanded — charged  with  counterfeiting.  Among 
them  are  the  escrivdo  of  the  town  o(  Nazarelli, 
three  sugar  planters  and  sundry  merchants  csl.ih- 
lishcd  at  Nazareth  and  Pernambuco.  The  police 
secured  the  press  and  the  litiiojjraphic  stone,  which 
had  been  thrown  into  rv  well.  Some  very  respect- 
able names  arc  among  the  implicated  parties. 

— Accordiuf;  to  a  Victoria  telegram,  the  lialiia 
and  Minas  lailway  company's  steamer  Fatia  Lemos 
was  wrecked  on  the  Espirito  Hanto  coast,  near 
Guaraparim,  on  tile  eveningof  the  30Lh,  Tlie  ves- 
sel is  a  total  loss,  hut  was  insured  in  the  Perma- 
nente  company  for  200,000$,  One  li(e  is  reported 
lost.  It  is  probable  the  mails  were  also  lost. 
From  one  telegram  it  appears  that  the  steamer 
went  on  the  rocks  in  a  dense  fog,  and  that  the 
crew  abandoned  lier  as  soon  as  she  struck.  The 
steamer  had  been  running  ouiy  some  fifteen 
months. 


J^AiLROAD    Notes 


— The  governor  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  has  granted 
the  Barao  de  Araruama  railway  company  permission 
to  increase  its  guage  to  I  metre. 

—The  tenders  for  the  construction  of  the  Minas 
and  Rio  railway  to  the  Rio  Verde  and  of  the  Cam- 
panha  branch  received  on  the  z6th  ult.  numbered 
eleven. 

— A  decree  dated  on  the  3olh  ult.  orders  the  tak- 
ing over  by  the  government  of  the  S.  Paulo  and 
Rio  railway  company,  as  provided  for  in  the  origi- 
nal concession  of  the  line. 

— The  minister  of  agriculture  has  intormed  the 
Treasury  that  the  credit  opened  for  the  purchase  of 
material  (or  Ibe  Porto  Alegre  and  Uruguayana 
railway  is  6,000,000$  and  not  3,000,000$. 

— On  the  27th  ult.  it  was  reported  ihat  a  Hrazil- 
ian  syndicate  had  purchased  from  Ihe  Uelgian  own- 
ers the  Henevente  and  Minas  railway  concession. 
Price  IS  not  given,  but  a  guarantee  of  a  million 
(rancs  was  paid  upon  signmg  the  contract. 

—A  decree  dated  on  the  23rd  ult,  permits  the 
Brazil  Great  Southern  railway  to  call  up  10  per 
cent,  ol  the  guaranteed  capital  to  meet  preliminary 
expenses  with  the  Santo  Angelo  extension  and 
branch  to  Passo  de  S.  Borja,  Kio  Or.ande  do  Sul. 

—At  7  p.  m.  on  the  26th  nil.  two  locomotives 
went  into  each  other  in  the  central  station  yard  of 
the  Central  of  Urazil  railway  and  Imth  were  ser- 
iously damaged.  At  10  p.  m.  on  the  same  even- 
ing a  car  left  the  tails  in  the  tunnel  to  Gamboa, 
and  caused  much  delay. 

— We  should  like  to  have  it  explained  how  it 
happened  that  the  Rio  and  Northern  company  act- 
ually engaged  and  sent  out  a  party  of  young  men 
a/lcr  the  reported  sale  of  that  line  to  the  I^opol- 
dina  company.  How  could  such  a  business  be 
closed  without  its  being  known  at  the  company's 
offices? 

— Notwithstanding  Gen.  Glycerio's  objections, 
the  contract  granting  the  Sapncahy  railway  an  ex- 
tension for  its  S.  Isabel  do  Rio  Preto  line  to  a 
junction  wilh  the  Hotafogo  and  Angra  dos  Reis 
line,  was  signed  by  Governor  Portella  on  the  28tli 
uU.  Ministerial  complications  are  reported 
through  this  controversy. 

—On  the  26th  nit.  the  president  of  the  mtemien- 
€m  mtinicipa/ dechred  that  the  contracts  with  the 
Jardim  Bolanico  and  S.  Christovao  tr.im  companies 
extending  the  privileges  up  to  the  end  of  1930,  had 
been  signed.  On  Ihe  28th  the  minister  ol  interior 
signed  an  tiviso  formally  approving  the  said  con- 
tracts. The  question  of  tramway  administration 
in  this  city  may  therefore  be  considered  settled  for 
the  next  lorty  years,  or  until  some  fulute  govern- 
wenl  upsets  what  is  now  considered  as  settled.

—The  Gaxefa  lie  Nctktat  on  ihe  ayth  ull,  men 
lions  n  reimrt  that  the  Norte  do  Brazil  Uailwny 
ami  Navigation  company  will  lake  over  the  rnibwny 
concessions  for  lines  from  Aracajd  lo  Capellit  in 
,Sergi|te,  and  the  Tnmandarc^  branch,  unil  also  U 
the  line  from  Natal  lo  Ceari^mirim,  Kio  Graiule  < 
Noi  te. 

—We  see  by  Ihc  annual  report  nf  ihe  llotanical 
Garden  company  that  there  has  l)cen  no  increase 
in  lrausportati(ni  facilities  to  meet  the  increasing 
trafVic.  In  some  respects  there  is  a  decided  de 
crease  in  facilities  nlHirded,  if  one  may  draw  a  con 
elusion  (rom  the  lime  lost  in  wailinK.  This  defic 
iency  will  in  some  measure  explain,  perhaps,  Ihe 
disgraceful  exhibitions  daily  witnessed  al  llie  Gon- 
(alves  Dias  terminus,  where  II  is  very  difficult  for 
ladies  and  children  lo  gel  seals  from  4  to  $  p.  m. 
Why  would  it  not  be  welt  to  interrupt  ihe  nmna. 
ger's  artistic  experiments  an<l  insinicl  him  lo  run 
exlra  trams  between  3  and  6  n'ehtck  in  the  after- 
noon ? 

— The  ceh-braled  liKomolive  builders,  the  Hahl- 
wtn  locomotive  Works  of  Philadelphia,  liavo  re- 
cently completed  and  tested  a  new  four-cylinder 
compoun<l  locomotive  which  pronuses  lo  yield  very 
important  lesults  in  railway  operaliun.  The  ex- 
perimental engine  has  been  in  actual  use  fur  six 
months,  both  wilh  express  and  freight  trains,  and 
with  the  iinprovemeuls  naturally  suggested  in  that 
lime  the  buddeis  are  ready  to  make  accurate  lesis. 
Tbey  are  confident  of  an  economy  of  not  less 
25  per  cenl.  in  luel,  which  is  an  item  of  great  cou- 
siileration.  This  saving  alone  will  recommend  the 
locomotive  to  Brazilian  railway  managers,  Itccause 
of  the  cost  of  fuel  in  this  country.  It  remains  to 
lie  said  that  the  engine  is  quite  as  simple  as  Ihc  old 
models,  weighs  no  more  than  old  ones  o(  the  same 
class,  and  will  call  lor  little  if  anything  more  in  the 
line  of  repairs. 

CAMPOS  AND  CAHANGOLA  HAIIAVAV. 
This  line  is  now  the  properly  of  the  l![\r5o  de 
Araruama  company.  According  to  the  governineni 
fiscal  engineer's  report  for  the  year  iS8g,  Ibere 
were  223  kilometres  under  traffic  and  90  kilome- 
tres had  been  surveyed  of  the  Itapemirini  branch, 
which  surveys  had  been  approved  by  the  govern- 
ment, but  work  had  not  lieen  commenced  when  the 
report  was  made.  The  cost  of  Ihe  ro.ad  under  trafiic 
is  6,466, 507$47i,  or  29,oio$oi9  per  kilometre,  and 
the  general  governineni  guarantees  7  pcr  cenl.  on 
6,000,000$  of  capital,  For  1889  traffic  recei|)ls 
were  55o,47i$86o  and  expenses  35o,7S2$i5S,  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  iq9,6S9$702,  against  564,gg9$2oo 
receipts,  332,765$682  expenses  and  232,2331518 
b.ilauce  in  1S88.  The  government  paid  in  18S9 
the  sum  ol  i88,2o4$i07  to  complete  the  interest 
guaraulee.  Dining  the  year  ^17,4060,  j.  were 
■emitted  to  London  for  the  service  of  ilic  loan 
■aised  there.

—The  minister  ol  finance  has  decided  that  liie 
hypothecrtry  notes  oi  the  bank  of  issue  in  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul  can  lie  received  as  deposits  to 
guarantee  contracts  with  his  department. 

—A  company  is  being  organized  in  Rio  Clam, 
Sao  Paulo,  for  the  lighting  of  that  town  by  elec- 
tricity. The  capital  is  fixed  at  100,000$  in  shares 
of  ;nol  each,  of  which  about  halt  had  been  taken 
up  to  the  20th  utt. 

— The  provisional  government  lias  granted  a 
subsidy  of  150,000$  per  annum  to  the  Pasloril 
Mineira  comnany,  which  proposes  to  inaugurate  a 
system  of  cold  air  waggons  and  deposits  to  furnish 
Rio  with  beef.

— On  the  jgth  ult.  the  decree  aiithoriiiiig  the 
Banco  dos  Esiados  Unidos  to  issue  50,000,000$  in 
pajier  against  a  deposit  in  the  Treasury  of  25,000,-

—On  the  2Jith  ull.  the  Caixa  de  Amort i;£ai,-5o  an 
nounced  that  owing  to  ihe  appearance  of  counter- 
feits, the  50$  notes  of  the  Clh  estampa  would  be 
withdrawn  from  circulation.

—The  contract  between  the  Hanco  Auxiti.u  and 
the  Industrial  de  Melhoramentos  no  Brazil  com- 
pany was  signed  on  the  30111  nil.  The  latter  .ic- 
quires  for  3,000,000$  the  concession  held  by  the 
bank  for  levelling  the  Senado  hill  and  enjoyment 
of  Ihe  building  sites  thus  secured. 

—The  "Ensaccadora  de  Cal£"  compsiny  was 
formally  organized  on  the  30th  ult.  The  directors 
are  Visconde  de  Arcozellos,  Dr.  Joao  Haptista  de 
Castro  and  Mnnoel  da  Silva  de  Araujo  GuimarSes, 
The  consilho  fiscal  is  composed  of  Conde  de  Figue. 
iredo,  Bariio  de  Andarahy  and  Barao  de  Ipaiiema, 

— A  new  hank  is  being  organiz-eil  in  Santos  un 
der  the  name  of  "Banco  de  Santos;"  capital 
5,000,000$.  In  addition  to  a  regular  baiikiiii;  bus- 
iness, it  wdl  buy  and  sell  precious  metals,  stones, 
etc.,  construct  houses,  buy,  sell  and  let  houses  and 
lands,  contract  for  public  works,  buy  and  sell  |)riv- 
iiegcs,  execute  sanitary  works,  loan  money  on 
mortgages  and  run  a  pawn-shop. 

—On  the  zyih  ult.  the  "Manufactora  de  Cam - 
iSRs"  company,  shirts,  cufTs  and  collars,  caintal 
1,200,000$,  Ibe  "Liberdade"  company,  corsets, 
while  goods  and  cravats,  capital  400,000$,  the
